"As a result of government research- 


es." says the bulletin, "ir was found 
that pellagra is prodmed by un insuf- 
ficient, poorly foalimml diet. The ap- 
plication of this knowledge greatly re 
duced pcllauru dining 1010 as coni- 
I>nred A\ Kb previous years. It is feared. 
howe\ er. that pellagra may increase in 
1037 by reabon of an increase in food 
i ost out of proportion to the prosperity 
now enjoyed by this country. 
The 


high cost of living has served to bring 
a!>out a reduction in the amount of 
milk, meat, eggs, beans and peas con- 
sumed, all of which are pellagra pro 
phylacties. In effecting economics the 
general public should bear in mind the 
importance of a properly balanced diet."

a hand of Indian "dog soldiers'"

Nebraska, Colorado and Kansas were

these renegades. They had murdered 
right aud left, bad captured several 
hundred mules nnd horsc-=> ;»nd destroy- 
ed wagon trains, as we could tell by 
the trail of some shod animals. What 
Intensified our desire to punish or cap- 
ture them -was the fa< t that they had 
some white captives—Mrs. Alderdice, 
whose husband aud children they had 
ElUfefl," find "Sirs." Weig'eTr wTTo?e" Tms- 
band and family had also been mas- 
sacred, and these two women were 
known to be still4alive and with them. 


At last we got ou their trail uud had 


almost dally skirmishes, and General 
Carr decided to use some stratagem 
to see If wo could not gel them in a 
tight place. 
He consulted with me, 


and after a day of continual skirmish- 
Ing and a night attack he ordered a 
retrograde movement, which created 
a good deal of discussion between the 
officers and men at the time. Appar- 
ently abandoning the pursuit, he re- 
vtired as If going back to the fort, and 
v 111 two or three days, as he surmised, 
the Indians -were nowhere to be seen, 
having come to the conclusion that 
we were disheartened and thiit they 
could with impunity take a little re- 
pose themselves. 
This was exactly 


what our. wily commander desired, as 
he Intended to retrace his steps and 
catch them sleeping. So. being sure 
that there were no Indians in sight, 
-he packed all the grub possible on the 
Aules, burned the wagons nnd 1m- 
gedimenta and Immediately started to 
-make forced marches in their dlrec-] 
tion.

. As I had surmised, they were head-1 
Ing for Summit Springs, a few mile:*' 
south 'of the Platte river and among, 
the sand hills, which formed a beau- 
tiful little oasis, as it were, for a 
camp ground.

As he advanced ho 
saw a chief on a horse charfrlni; about 
and haranguing bin men. lie and his 
party laid for him, and as he came 
nearer 'Buffalo Bill' shot him off his 
horse and got tho animal. This WUB 
the celebrated race horse Tall Bull, 
which be (Cody) rode for a long time 
And with It won many exciting races. 
•When he came Into camp Mrs. Tall 
Bull Bald that it was her husband's 
horse, leaving no doubt about the fact 
that 'Buffalo BUI' had killed the chief. 


"On this occasion the Indians had 


two white captives—Mrs. Alderdlee of 
Missouri, whom they killed during tho 
fight, and Mrs. Welgel of Kansas, who 
had been shot In the back with a pis- 
tol bullet, which broke u rib, but was 
deflected nnd passed around nnd lodg- 
ed below her left breast. Fifteen hun- 
dred dollars In sold, sliver nnd prrf-en- 
b.T-ks, which was gathered In the 
ctimps, was given her, nnd she went 
buck, remarried and 'proved up' her 
claim. Xext morning we dug a grave 
on a hill above the village and burled 
Mrs. Alderdice, the surgeon rending 
the service.

WASHING THE DISHES. 


Doing Thii Job Only Once a Day, It I* 


Said, Save* Time. 


"The careful housekeeper will always 


resent the suggestion that once a day 
is often enough to wash dishes." writes 
Dr. II. l.arnard in "Table Tali 
n the 


National Food Magazine. "She cannot 
train herself to allow soiled plates and 
•silverware to stack up from one meal 
to fim r'"rt, for «bp })i= bf»n tn'ight 
that such actions are evidence of shift- 
less, slovenly housekeeping. As a mat- 
ter of fact, along with many other no- 
tions which are used in the operation 
of the home, both time and energy are 
saved by cutting out two of the three 
dally dishwashing jobs." 


Dr. Barnard goes on to recite the ex- 


perience of one housekeeper who actu- 
ally dared study the homely work of 
dishwashing. 
One week she washed 


dishes three times a day; the next week 
she washed each day's dishes alto- 
gether. She used the same number of 
ilishes each day in both weeks. She 
found that it took her fifty-one minutes 
u day to wash dishes after each meal 
and forty-one minutes a day to wash 
them once a day. 


This took account only of time, but 


there was a considerable additional 
saving iu gas or fuel consumed by 
beating water once instead of thrice a 
day, to say nothing of the saving in 
soap. 


SALT IN THE FOOD. 


Why Its Flavor at Times la Too Weak 


or Too Strong. 


The average housewife wonders why 


she often over or under salts her 
dishes when she ''knows" that she 
sailed them just right, us she always 
did and as the recipes called for. 


The reason is just this: The season- 


ing value of different brands of salt 
varies widely. This is easily proved. 
Take five slices of ripe tomatoes; apply 
equal parts of live makes of suit upon 
the separate pieces. Eat as soon as 
sailed. Thu difference la flavor, per- 
meation, rapidity and equality of dis- 
solution and seasoning \alue are read 
ily detected. 


A table salt should be fine, the crys- 


tals of equal size, quickly soluble and 
free fiotn ingredients which absorb 
moisture from the air. Large and 
small crystals will not dissolve uni- 
formly; consequently the full salting 
effect Is not obtained until the large 
crystals are dissolved. 
The quickly 


soluble salt diffuses itself through the 
food at once and gives an equality of 
savor. Sticky salt is an Intrusive nui- 
sance. 


Failures in salting are largely due to 


changing from one make of salt to an- 
other. 
Get the best grade, grow ac- 


customed to its use and stick to it-
